The UN seventh Assembly opens 
here at 11 a. m.

—first permanent headquarters of 
the United Nations. 
The assembly delegates will face 
an agenda of seventy-two items, 
•everything from Korea and atomic 
energv control to, the *‘re*w«*st of 
the government of China for re­ 
vision of the Chinese text of the 
convention on the prevention and 
punishment of genocide.” Also on

Space Travel 
Experts Give 
Opposing View 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13—uo—A mod­ 
ern Columbus preditted Monday 
man will go sailing through space 
in only 10 to 15 years, but another 
rocket expert says we’re nowhere 
near it. 
The 
go-slow on 
space 
travel 
dreams was sounded by Wilson W. 
Rosen, director of the Viking Rock­ 
et Project, Naval Research Labor­ 
atory. He declared he has a “down- 
to-earth attitude about space trav­ 
el after six years” work at the 
White Sands Proving Grounds 
in 
, New Mexico where rockets have 
been shot to heghts of 250 miles. 
But, he says, we don’t know 
enough about lots of things to send 
men up in rockets to explore and 
, travel through space with any real 
I degree of safety. 
Another expert declared that in 
10 to 15 years we could have a 
man-made satellite w h i z z i n g 
around the earth at an altitude of 
1,075 miles, with 80 to 100 humans 
aboard it. 
The authority is Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, technical director of the 
U. S. guided missiles development 
group in Huntsville, Ala., and the 
scientist who developed the Ger­ 
man V-2 rocket in World War II. 
From this satellite, he said, we 
cduld take off in rockets to the 
mooti or elsewhere in space.

City Charter--Step By Step 


Well-Known Cleric 
And Author Dies

An advantage of the charter over 
the present plan of government is 
the flexibility afforded the c i t y 
manager in conducting the affairs 
of the city, which is not afforded 
the top administrative officers un 
der the present plan of government.

The number of persons in Circle- 
ville in the top executive and de­ 
partment head posts is the same 
number as for the very largest ot 
cities. Consequently, in Circleville 
those positions amount to l i t t l e 
more than part-time jobs with a 
pay scale corresponding to a part- 
time job the mayor receiving $1 
50C per year, the safety director re­ 
ceiving $2,500 and the service di­ 
rector receiving $3.036 per year. 
The statutes governing the pres­ 
ent plan of government prevent 
consolidation of these jobs into one 
full time job, and consequently the 


pay must be small and the respon­ 
sibility divided. 
If 
small 
private 
businesses 
were required to have the same 
setup as larger businesses, t h e y 
would be denied the flexibility re­ 
quired for survival. 
The charter provides that t h e 
city manager may appoint s u c h 
number of department heads as are 
necessary for the efficient opera­ 
tion of the city. 
He is not required to appoint a 
certain number according to any 
arbitrary form. Section 51 of the 
charter provides that the city man­ 
ager may appoint the same person 
as the head of more than one de­ 
partment or office under his super­ 
vision, or he may appoint himself 
and may act as the head of any 
department or office. 
if the city manager can operate 
the city efficiently without any ap­ 
pointments of department heads, he 
is not required to appont any 
If 
he can operate the city efficiently 
with only one appointment of a de­ 
partment head, ha is not required 
to appoint more.

freedom , one of the hostages said.

Shouting defiance to prison offi­ 
cials, the rebellious band proceed­ 
ed to break up portions of the wing.

A chart of the proposed bypass 
route was given to city officials 
when state spokesmen came here 
a few’ months ago and revived the 
long-dormant idea of rerouting the 
highway. 
It was assumed the state men 
will urge the route alreday chart­ 
ed, but it w as pointed out t h e y 
m ay have revisions to make in it— 
or may agree to make some if re­ 
quested to do so here. 
City officials emphasize t h a t 
the route as charted so far does 
not show pinpointed locations,

The text of the note was publish­ 
ed by the Communist Party news­ 
paper Pravda and was broadcast 
by Radio Moscow.

no gunners” among its crew of 
eight. The Air Force previously j 
had announced the bomber, flying 
a training trip, was last seen on a 
radar screen within Japanese wat­ 
ers.

from the Russian-occupied Kurile 
Islands, officers said.

Pickaway County Health Coun­ 
cil, scheduled for formal organiza­ 
tion this week, has another propos­ 
ed field of action waiting in line 
for its consideration. 
Dr. A. D. Blackburn, county 
£4 health commissioner, suggested 
Monday the group being formed 
may wish to study the state’s ur­ 
gent need of development in the 
sphere of preventive medicine.

announced 
Ohio 
spends only three percent of all its 
medical appropriations to prevent 
diseases, while spending the re­ 
maining 97 percent seeking their 
cure.

“ I know the council already has 
^ s e v e ra l projects waiting for p o s ­ 
sible study,” Dr. Blackburn said, 
“ but recently compiled figures on 
preventive medicine tell a startling 
story that is sure to interest the 
new organization.

of Ohio’s major improvements in 
this field. 
“The matter of most concern, 
however,” he continued, “is that 
there appears to be no end to the 
spiraling increase in the responsi­ 
bilities of the state for the care of 
the sick and disabled. 
“While that is one of the func­ 
tions of government and is a prop­ 
er part of Christian civilization, it 
seems possble to look into the fu­ 
ture and find government breaking 
itself in its efforts to bind up the 
wounds which it has allowed to 
happen.” 
Many conditions of ill health, 
forcing the increasingly heavy 
load on state taxpayers, are pre­ 
ventable, Dr. Blackburn empha­ 
sized. As one example, he said a 1 
recent study in Ohio revealed 
that of aH blind cases cared for 
in the State School for the Blind, 
where any cause at all is known, 
one out of five was attributed to 
a preventable disease. 
The county health head here also 
reminded the public that a 
high 
percentage of mental cases turned 
over for state care could h a v e 
been prevented by good community 
mental health and disease control 
programs. 
In addition, the field of preven­ 
tive medicine is being ignored far 
too greatly in regard to the state’s 
case load of tuberuloss 
patients 
and crippled children, Dr. Black­ 
burn said. 


“THE DATA came to me through 
the Ohio Health 
Commissioners 
Conference and I merely want to 
underline its significance for those 
^selected to direct the council’s ef­ 
forts. To me it seems to be some­ 
thing that very few Ohio citizens 
know, and certainly something that 
needs immediate corrective steps.” 
Dr. D. S. Goldschmidt, chairman 
of a steering committee named to 
set the stage for the council’s or­ 
ganization, has announced tenta­ 
tive plans.

TWIN PROBLEMS 
ADEQUATE ROADS AND ADEQUATE 
parking space for the rapidly increasing 
num ber of automobiles present twin prob­ 
lems that are not being m et successfully 
anywhere in the country. 
It is now predicted there will be 60 mil­ 
lion passenger automobiles in operation by 
1960. compared to the 44 million currently 
0$ the road and 26 million in 1946. Obvious­ 
ly construction of roads and streets and 
provision of parking space are not geared 
to this rapid increase. 
Highway authorities say the U n i t e d 
States is short by 100,000 miles of building 
the streets and roads it ought to build to 
maintain a minimum pace of convenience 
and safety. 
All cities have more automobiles cruis­ 
ing the downtown areas than can be park­ 
ed. Chicago is spending $8 m i 1 1 i o n to 
house 2,359 cars underground in the down­ 
town area and admits this is a fantastically 
small number compared to the need. 
What is required is the expenditure of 
billions of dollars to keep services abreast 
of numerical increase in motorcars, but 
the money is not available, and will not be 
available, until w ar and preparation for 
w ar require less outlay and manpower. 
But the increasing num ber of automo­ 
biles will result in more casualties on in­ 
adequate roads and growing anger over 
inconvenient city facilities before modern 
highways and parking facilities are provid­ 
ed to m eet the demand. If that happy state 
ever is reached, that is. 


THE LOVE OF HOME 
SINCE PREHISTORIC MAN lived in 
caves, home has been civilization’s founda­ 
tion. As m a n improved his habitation he 
progressed both spiritually and economic­ 
ally. 
A home of his own has been a universal 
d re a m since man first sought shelter from 
the elements with a roof over his h e a d . 
Since the end of World War II, more new 
hom es have been erected in the United 
States than ever before in a similar period. 
The home of today is as different from 
the dwelling of 50 years ago as the m odern 
automobile is from the one-lunger. T h e 
sm allest structures provide ample living 
space as a result of modern designing. The 
kitchen is as scientific as a factory, the 
heating 
plant 
functions 
automatically. 
M an ’s abode is a triumph of modern plan­ 
ning and construction. 


During the parade of Polish groups in 
New York in m em ory of the 173rd anniver­ 
sary of the death of General Casimir P u ­ 
laski, signs were carried which bore the 
slogan, “Not Containment but Liberation.” 
The American policy toward Soviet R us­ 
sia was prepared in secret at Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam. No m atter how word­ 
ed, that policy provided that Soviet Russia 
was entitled to friendly nations on her bor­ 
der. No m atter how interpreted, such a 
policy could only mean that the U n i t e d 
States connived with Stalin for the subjuga­ 
tion of such countries as Poland, R umania, 
Bulgaria and China. Latvia, Lithunia, E s ­ 
tonia and part of Finland had already been 
absorbed in the Russian Empire. 
The borders of an empire stretch out to 
where they encounter resistance. There­ 
fore, the Russians, have subjugated t h e 
countries immediately on her borders, in­ 
sisted that other countries adjacent to 
those absorbed be friendly. Thus, E astern 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugo- 
: slavia, Austria and Albania were required 
! to become “ friendly,” 
by which t h e y 
meant absorbed in the ever-growing em- 
| pire. 
By March, 1947, the United States woke 
up to the trend and Harry T rum an p r o- 
| claimed the doctrine of containment. 
It 
was, in a sense, an immoral doctrine, for 
it recognized the enslavements already ac­ 
complished. 
From a practical standpoint, contain­ 
ment was designed to call a halt to Rus­ 
sian expansion. President T rum an, in his 
incredible whistle-stop campaign, has stat­ 
ed that this so-called Trum an Doctrine has 
been a complete success, that since he has 
spoken Stalin has not crossed a single bor­ 
der. 


This, of course, is literally untrue. Since 
March, 1947, when Trum an issued his con­ 
tainment doctrine, the whole of China has 
been conquered by the 
Soviet 
p o w e r . 
Since then, the w ars in Indo-China and M a­ 
laya have been in process to this day. 
Since then, Soviet Russia has engaged in a 
w ar for the conquest of Korea, a w ar that 
has cost us 120.000 casualties, including 
21.000 dead. 


It is difficult quite to understand t h e 
basis for the President’s supposition that 
Soviet Russia m ade no further progress, 
unless we assum e that his knowledge of 
and interest in the world is limited 
to 
Western Europe. F ro m the standpoint of 
world peace, however, Iran is not to be 
overlooked because it is not in Western 
Europe. 


In recent months, the tendency among 
those who are discussing this problem is to 
substitute the word, liberation, for the 
1 word, containment. 
But liberation involves m any problems. 
It could m ean subsidizing revolutions in all 
the countries on the periphery of the Rus- 
; sian Empire. It could m ean financing and 
, guiding terroristic groups. It could mean 
weaning away from the Soviet Empire, 
governments now attached to it. 
In the general discussions of the word, 
liberation, no definitions are provided. This 
is not unusual, as politicians always prefer 
generalities to precise ideas.

OCCASIONALLY a w o m an ,1 
thinking she has become preg- j 
nant, visits her physician for a 1 
check-up, only to be told she is 
not pregnant a t all. The usual 
outw ard signs of pregnancy are 
th e result of other causes, o fte n ! 
emotional. This is known as false 
pregnancy. 
We m ight think this condition 
m ust be very rare. Yet we are told 
th a t it happens perhaps once in 
250 pregnancies, on the average. 
How can a false pregnancy 
occur? 


woman’s body are so conclusive 
th at they may fool the physician 
for several months. 
Usually it will be discovered 
th at such a woman is harboring 
a conflict between a norm al urge 
toward motherhood and a fear 
of pregnancy. Such fear can be 
produced by stories about preg­ 
nancy and false notions associ­ 
ated writh it, often through im ­ 
proper upbringing in childhood. 
A false pregnancy may develop 
in a family situation where chil­ 
dren are desired, but the wife is 
unable to have them. 


Hormones Cause Changes 
The changes in the m other’s 
body during pregnancy do not 
result simply from the growing 
child, but also from hormones 
produced by glands and poured 
into the blood. Normally, these 
glands are Influenced by the \ 
growth of the child, but other j 
forces may act on them the same 1 
way. 
Certain emotional conflicts, it 
Is believed, can directly influence 
the pituitary gland in the brain, 
which controls these hormones, 
and thus produce a false preg­ 
nancy. 
Most of these women notice 
th a t their m onthly periods stop, 
or become irregular. They also 
show the bre?,st changes th at 
occur with pregnancy, and may 
even describe movements of the 
baby. Often however, they think 
they feel these movements earlier 
th an the normal time, which Is 
in the fourth m onth. 


Symptoms Disappear 
Pregnancy tests and a careful 
physician’s examination will, of 
course, reveal the true nature of 
a false pregnancy. Usually th t 
symptoms disappear once 
the 
woman has learned the results 
of the test, and the true reason 
behind her condition is explained 
to her. 
Sometimes male hormones may 
have to be given to help in the 
treatm ent, and the womb m ust 
be scraped in certain cases. The 
individual’s m ental problems can 
usually be resolved under the 
guidance of a physician or of a 
psychiatrist.

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TWIN PROBLEMS 
ADEQUATE ROADS AND ADEQUATE 
parking space for the rapidly increasing 
number of automobiles present twin prob­ 
lems that are not being met successfully 
anywhere in the country. 
It is now predicted there will be 60 mil­ 
lion passenger automobiles in operation by 
1960, compared to the 44 million currently 
OI} the road and 26 million in 1946. Obvious­ 
ly construction of roads and streets and 
provision of parking space are not geared 
to this rapid increase. 
Highway authorities say the U n i t e d 
States is short by 100,000 miles of building 
the streets and roads it ought to build to 
maintain a minimum pace of convenience 
and safety. 
All cities have more automobiles cruis­ 
ing the downtown areas than can be park­ 
ed. Chicago is spending $8 rn i I I i o n to 
house 2,359 cars underground in the down­ 
town area and admits this is a fantastically 
small number compared to the need. 
What is required is the expenditure of 
billions of dollars to keep services abreast 
of numerical increase in motorcars, but 
the money is not available, and will not be 
available, until war and preparation for 
war require less outlay and manpower. 
But the increasing number of automo­ 
biles will result in more casualties on in­ 
adequate roads and growing anger over 
inconvenient city facilities before modern 
highways and parking facilities are provid­ 
ed to meet the demand. If that happy state 
ever is reached, that is. 


THE LOVE OF HOME 
SINCE PREHISTORIC MAN lived in 
caves, home has been civilization’s founda­ 
tion. As man improved his habitation he 
progressed both spiritually and economic­ 
ally. 
A home of his own has been a universal 
dream since man first sought shelter from 
the elements with a roof over his h e e d. 
Since the end of World War II, more new 
homes have been erected in the United 
States than ever before in a similar period. 
The home of today is as different from 
the dwelling of 50 years ago as the modern 
automobile is from the one-lunger. T h e 
smallest structures provide ample living 
space as a result of modern designing. The 
kitchen is as scientific as a factory, the 
heating 
plant 
functions 
automatically. 
Man’s abode is a triumph of modern plan­ 
ning and construction. 


During the parade of Polish groups in 
New York in memory of the 173rd anniver­ 
sary of the death of General Casimir Pu­ 
laski, signs were carried which bore the 
slogan, “Not Containment but Liberation.” 
The American policy toward Soviet Rus­ 
sia was prepared in secret at Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam. No matter how ward­ 
ed, that policy provided that Soviet Russia 
was entitled to friendly nations on her bor­ 
der. No matter how interpreted, such a 
policy could only mean that the U n i t e d 
States connived with Stalin for the subjuga­ 
tion of such countries as Poland, Rumania, 
Bulgaria and China. Latvia, Lithunia, Es­ 
tonia and part of Finland had already been 
absorbed in the Russian Empire. 
The borders of an empire stretch out to 
where they encounter resistance. There­ 
fore, the Russians, have subjugated t h e 
countries immediately on her borders, in­ 
sisted that other countries adjacent to 
those absorbed be friendly. Thus, Eastern 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugo­ 
slavia, Austria and Albania were required 
to become “friendly,” 
by which t h e y 
meant absorbed in the ever-growing em­ 
pire. 
By March, 1947, the United States woke 
up to the trend and Harry Truman p r o ­ 
claimed the doctrine of containment. It 
was, in a sense, an immoral doctrine, for 
it recognized the enslavements already ac­ 
complished. 
From a practical standpoint, contain­ 
ment was designed to call a halt to Rus­ 
sian expansion. President Truman, in his 
incredible whistle-stop campaign, has stat­ 
ed that this so-called Truman Doctrine has 
been a complete success, that since he has 
spoken Stalin has not crossed a single bor­ 
der. 


This, of course, is literally untrue. Since 
March, 1947, when Truman issued his con­ 
tainment doctrine, the whole of China has 
been conquered by the 
Soviet p o w e r . 
Since then, the wars in Indo-China and Ma­ 
laya have been in process to this day. 
Since then, Soviet Russia has engaged in a 
war for the conquest of Korea, a war that 
has cost us 120,000 casualties, including 
21,000 dead. 
It is difficult quite to understand t h e 
basis for the President’s supposition that 
Soviet Russia made no further progress, 
unless we assume that his knowledge of 
and interest in the world is limited to 
Western Europe. From the standpoint of 
world peace, however, Iran is not to be 
overlooked because it is not in Western 
Europe. 
In recent months, the tendency among 
those who are discussing this problem is to 
substitute the word, liberation, for the 
word, containment. 
But liberation involves many problems. 
It could mean subsidizing revolutions in all 
the countries on the periphery of the Rus­ 
sian Empire. It could mean financing and 
guiding terroristic groups. It could mean 
weaning away from the Soviet Empire, 
governments now' attached to it. 
In the general discussions of the w-ord, 
liberation, no definitions are provided. This 
is not unusual, as politicians always prefer 
generalities to precise ideas.

DIET AND HEALTH 


When Symptoms Can Lie 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


OCCASIONALLY a w om an, 
thinking she has become preg­ 
nant, visits her physician for a 
check-up, only to be told she is 
not pregnant at all. The usual 
outward signs of pregnancy are 
the result of other causes, often 
emotional. This Is known as false 
pregnancy. 
We m ight think this condition 
m ust be very rare. Yet we are told 
th at it happens perhaps once In 
250 pregnancies, on the average. 
How can a false pregnancy 
occur? 
Hormones Cause Changes 
The changes in the m other’s 
body during pregnancy do not 
result simply from the growing 
child, but also from hormones 
produced by glands and poured 
into the blood. Normally, these 
glands are Influenced by the 
growth of the child, but other 
forces may act on them the same 
way. 
Certain emotional conflicts, it 
Is believed, can directly influence 
the pituitary gland In the brain, 
which controls these hormones, 
and thus produce a false preg­ 
nancy. 
Most of these women notice I 
th at their m onthly periods stop, I 
or become irregular. They also I 
show the breast changes th at j 
occur with pregnancy, and may 
even describe movements of the 
baby. Often however, they think 
they feel these movements earlier 
than the normal time. which Is 
in the fourth month. 
May Even Fool Doctor 
Bor-‘'times the changes in th?! 


,woman’s body are so conclusive 
th at they may fool the physician 
for several months. 
Usually it will be discovered 
, that such a woman Is harboring 
a conflict between a normal urge 
j toward motherhood and a fear 
; of pregnancy. Such fear can be 
produced by stories about preg­ 
nancy and false notions associ­ 
ated with It, often through lm- 
I proper upbringing in childhood. 
A false pregnancy may develop 
in a family situation where chil­ 
dren are desired, but the wife is 
unable to have them. 
Symptoms Disappear 
Pregnancy tests and a careful 
physician’s examination will, of 
course, reveal the true nature of 
a false pregnancy. Usually th t 
symptoms disappear once the 
woman has learned the results 
of the test, and the true reason 
behind her condition is explained 
to her. 
Sometimes male hormones may 
have to be given to help in the 
treatm ent, and the womb must 
be scraped in certain cases. The 
individual’s m ental problems can 
usually be resolved under the 
guidance of a physician or of a 
psychiatrist.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 — (¿V- 
Ending the Korean war, or at least 
talk of it, will be the most import­ 
ant item on the program of the 
United Nations General Assembly, 
which begins its next session in 
New York Tuesday. 
Possibly the Russians will try 
to startle the w orlj with some 
proposal for a truce in Korea. 
More likely they’ll use the UN for 
more denunciation of the United 
States and fresh obstruction to 
peace.. 
Secretary of State Acheson will 
appeal to the delegates to pressure 
the Communists into stopping the 
fighting. The Russians are sending 
their foreign minister, Andrei Vi- 
shinsky, to handle their interests. 
Vishinsky, an old hand at revil­ 
ing the United States, is bringing 
a top flight team with him. Any 
hope of Korean peace any time 
soon centers in the UN now since 
the truce talks at Panmunjom have 
broken down. 
Just as the talks were collapsing 
the Communists suddenly began 
their 
biggest 
offensive 
in 
15 
months. 


THIS MAY have been purely for 
military reasons. But it may have 
had a connection. 
Late in the summer a delegation 
of 
Chinese 
Communists 
visited 
Moscow for discussions with the 
Russians. It isn’t hard to believe 
they talked about the Korean War 
and ways of ending, continuing or 
extending it. 
The rest of the world is sick of 
the Korean fighting. By suddenly 
stepping it up, which meant more 
casualties, the Communists may 
have felt they’d make the rest of 
the world even more sick of it and 
more ready to compromise on a 
settlement at the UN when Vishin­ 
sky starts talking. 
Vishinsky is coming here fresh 
from Moscow, where the Rus­ 
sians are holding their first Com­ 
munist 
Party 
Congress 
in 
13 
years. 
The Communists know that when 
they started the Korean shooting in 
1950 they threw' the Western coun­ 
tries into closer alliance and set 
off a 
big arms program 
which 
otherwise might have been long 
delayed. 
It is to their interest to slow 
down the program, if they can’t 
wreck it. .So no one was surprised 
w’.en Stalin and his friends repre­ 
sented themselves in Moscow as 
lovers of peace. 
Vishinsky is the first important 
Russian, since the statements about 
peaceful intentions began emerging 
from Moscow Congress, to have a 
chance to give some demonstration 
of what the Russians have in mind. 
So whether there is any connec­ 
tion between the Chinese delega­ 
tion’s visit to Moscow, the Commu­ 
nist Party Congress, the flareup in 
Korea and the UN 
meeting re­ 
mains to be seen.

WASHINGTON, Oct. I3-<*>-Got 
your Christmas shopping just about 
done? You better get busy, if it’s 
for the boys in Korea. 
Wednesday 
opens 
the 
official 
overseas Christmas mailing season 
for the arm ed forces and the Post- 
office Department has amended its 
long standing “ mail early’’ to add: 
“The earlier the better.” 
If your package is going by sur­ 
face transportation to Navy or Ma­ 
rine Corps personnel “ serving in 
the most remote areas,” the de­ 
partm ent strongly recommends a 
mailing by Wednesday to assure 
Dec. 25 delivery. 
For the forces in Korea, Japan 
and other Pacific islands, the post­ 
al authorities say: “ Mail as early 
as possible, preferably not later 
than Nov. 1.” 
Outside of the Far East, pack­ 
ages surface-mailed before Nov. 15 
can be “ reasonably sure” of get­ 
ting there on time. 
If you are going to use air par­ 
cel post, your gift should be on its 
way no later than Nov. 25. But 
don’t try to send a Morris chair 
or a television set this way. Unless 
it’s an official shipment, air par­ 
cels to the armed forces are limit 
ed to a size of 30 inches, length 
and girth combined, and in weight 
to two pounds. 
Surface parcel post packages go 
ing to the armed forces abroad 
may range up to 100 inches in size, 
length and girth combined, and in 
general weigh up to 70 pounds. 
However, there is a weight limit 
of 50 pounds on shipments to about 
12 Army postoffices in Europe.
